The coal situation in this city was

Up to date 
about 100,000 tons of what it known as 
hard coal has been delivered, while 
during the 12 months of 1916 the de- 
livery of that kind of coal amounted 
to 105,529 tons.

the supply of anthracite coal is up to 
that of last year, that is, if only 5000 
more tons are delivered before the first 
of the year, the delivery of coal dur- 
ing 1016 being the largest In one year 
of recent fiines.

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THE COAL. SHORTAGE 


The industries 
o£ New 
England 


are threatened with a coal shortage 
solely becauae of a lack of cars to 
transport the coal from the mines. 


The fuel administrators gave orders 


to supply 
the northwest 
before the 


(treat Lakes should be frozen over, 
but Commissioner Garfield states that 
the coal cars will be turned towards 
New England until the present short- 
age shall have been relieved. 
This, 


however, will be but temporary and 
the outlook for a winter supply 
is 


rather 
dubious. 
.Much 
coal 
was 


brought to Xew England 
in 
past 


years by water, but the vessels have 
been commandeered by the govern- 
ment, so that the discrepancy leaves 
the New England 
situation 
worse 


than it otherwise would be. 


The great difficulty is experienced 


in getting 
enough bituminous coal. 


Mr. Garfield and Jlr. Storrow, the 
New England fuel administrator, say 
they will do the 
best they can for 


this district, 
but nevertheless, they 


urge the most rigid economy in the 
use of coal. Never before was there 
such a demand for conservation of 
coal for 
producing light, 
heat and 


power. 
It is whispered that unless 


transportation facilities arc improved, 
some very important industries may 
have to suspend in parts of the coun- 
try at which the fuel administration 
is unable to deliver 
the supply in 


time to prevent absolute want. 


The cause of this state of affairs is 


easy to explain. Before the war, the 
railroads were barely able to handle 
the freight business of the country. 
With 
the 
great volume 
of 
war 


freights added, roads are taxed far 
beyond their capacity. 
The railroad 


officials complain that on account of 
public opposition' and the extravagant 
.demands of labor, they were not al- 
lowed to earn enough money to buy 
new cars. Now, in face of the most 
urgent need 
in the history of the 


country. 
they 
are 
simply 
over- 


whelmed by the. demands of business 
they are unable to handle. The gov- 
ernment, business being first attended 
to. the other demands for transporta- 
tion have simply to wait their turn, 
which means 
that many 
industries 


will suffer from lack of coal and from 
delay in the shipment of other mate- 
rials necessary to their prosperity.

These men were indicted for threat- 
ening to demolish a certain plant at 
Nottingham, and conviction meant the 
scaffold—there 
was 
no 
alternative. 
Death for all the offenders seemed in- 
evitably predestined. But old Father 
Antic, the law,, came with benevolent 
guile to their aid. The threatened iirm 
was described in the indictment as 
"proprietors of a silk and cotton man- 
ufactory." 
The acute mind of the fu- 
ture Lord Chief Justice Denman seized 
on a flaw. "The firm are in reality," 
he urged, "manufacturers of silk lace 
and of cotton lace." Note the fine dis- 
tinction. 
"They ought to have been 
described as 'proprietors of a silk lace 
and of a cotton lace manufactory,1 " 
he said. 
A merciful judge, more, so- 
licitous for lives than law, upheld 
the objection, and those Luddites died 
unhanged.—London Chronicle.

last. There is a steady demand from 
abroad for the horse of the 
cavalry 
type. The cavalry played an important 
part in pushing the Germans back on 
the Aisne, and an 
expoi.yanced com- 
mander is quoted as saying 
that a 
force of 200.000 cavalry could have 
ended the war then and there. 
"The brilliant work o£ the 
Italian 
cavalry saved the Italian army in its 
recent retreat. But it is not alone the 
cavalry horse that is to be 
praised. 
There are the draft 
horse 
and the 


mule, used in the 
transportation 
of 
supplies and 
munitions. 
"When 
the 


powerful motor failed, the horse and 
the mule did the trick. The need and 
the usefulness of the -horse 
having

to battle. 


Letters to soldiers should be pic- 


tures .of home, 
and letter 
writers 


should spare no effort to make them 
cheerful and inspiring;. 
The veriest 


commonplaces of family life are dear 
to these exiled lads—the news that 
mother is making pickles, that father 
was on the soliciting committee for 
the Liberty loan—that 
sister has 


Joined the first aid class, or is sec- 
retary of her high school debating 
club. 
And don't forget the clippings 


from the home paper—and the snap- 
shot of mother feeding the hens! 


But a report comes to this side of

not delivered 
promptly. 


Let us hope that if there

ground for such a complaint, it will 
•soon be removed in the interest of 
the boys who are yearning for news 
from the loved ones at home.

they arc unable to handle. The gov- 
ernment business being first attended 
to. the other demands for transporta- 
tion have simply to wait their turn, 
which means 
thai many 
industries 


will suffer from lack of coal and from 
delay in the shipment of other mate- 
rials necessary to their prosperity.

pense or if they could find the men,

The case of William P. Mdrrluey, 


Qepr8« W. F. Carey and William P, 
Shea., charged with the unlawful Bale 
of liquor to'Edward Glaason, a minor, 
on NoV. II, was to have gone, to trial 
before Judge Enrlght In police court 
this morning, but the court, acting on 
the request of Supt. Welch, found the 
defendants not guilty on tho state- 
ment of facts and dismissed the case. 


Messrs. Morrlssey and Carey aro the 
licensees of a fourtn class liquor store 
in Middlesex street, near the corner 
of Central street, and according to 
complaint made, Mr. Shea, a clerk, sold 
one pint of whiskey to a minor on 
Nov. IS. 
After tho case had been In- 
vestigated by the 
police, 
however. 
Supt. Welch decided that neither the 
clerk who made the sale nor the li- 
censees knowingly violated the .law. 
At the opening of this morning's 
session Supt. Welch explained the case 
to the court, stating that on Nov. 13, 
Gleason was passing through Middle- 
sex street and was approached by two 
soldiers in uniform. 
As a result of 
what the soldiers said to Gleason, tho 
latter went into the saloon and pur- 
chased a pint of whiskey, Mr. Shea 
delivering the liquor to Gleason. 
Af- 
ter an investigation by the police it 
was learned that Mr. Shea asked Glea- 
son his age and the latter after stat- 
ing- he was 2.3 years old was given 
the liquor. 
After leaving- the place 
Gleason delivered the liquor to a sol- 
dier. 
One of the non-commissioned 


officers at.Camp Devens, who saw the 
transaction reported the matter to Pa- 
trolman John Murphy 
ana 
Gleason 
was placed under arrest. 
"As a result of a talk I had with 
Gleason," said Supt. Welch, "I made 
complaint against the clerk and li- 
censees for illegal sale of liquor. 
I 
also had the city clerk look up the 
birth record of Gleason, but he was 
unable to iind It. "Later, upon Gleason 
saying that he was baptized in a lo- 
cal church, an officer was sent to the 
church, but there was no such record 
there. It was also learned that Glea- 
Bon had been in a homo in Boston, 
but there was no record of his age 
there. Gleason did not know his own 
age, owing to the fact that his pa- 
rents died when he was about three 
years of age, but he is under the im- 
pression that he is now 23 years old.

obtained from the official returns bj 
agents of the tax commissioner in this 
state, William D. T. Trefry. 


That the members of the recess com- 
mittee were astounded when they re- 
ceived the information 
goes without 
saying. It had been assumed that the 
net profits of all Massachusetts cor- 
porations miffht have 
been 
perhaps 


JoO.000,000, but no one dreamed they 
would even approach a figure three 
and a half times as much as that. In 
fact, one of the men who uncovered 
the information in Washington is said 
to have remarked that he "didn't sup- 
pose there was so much money in th- 
•world." 


Just what effect the information will 
have on the future of taxation In this 
etate is at present problematical. 
If 
the information had been obtained be- 
fore this year's corporate franchise tax 
had been assessed, the state 
would 


have benefited to the extent of proba- 
bly $2.000,000, as the tax commissioner 
is said to have advised the recess com- 
niittee that his assessment, , if he had 
known of these profits, 
would 
have 
teen in approximately 59,000,000 
in- 
stead of {7,000,000. 


Under the present law, the commis- 
sioner is permitted to obtain informa- 
tion from whatever 
source 
he can, 


when he computes the basis of taxa- 
tion. Generally he has to depend upon 
inarket values of securities, and In tho 
c;.-3e of corporations whose stock is not 
sold on tho stock exchange it is fre- 
quently dilllcult for him to ascertain 
the 
real 
facts. 
Generally speaking, 


however, the valuation he would place 
on the stock of a corporation would be 
hieher if he knew It had made profits 
of one hundred per cent in a year that. 
It would be if he found only that it had 
paid dividends of, for example, ten per 
cent. 
Yet that very thing has hap- 


pened; corporations which have paid 
only the usual rate of dividend, or In 
some cases have 
Increased 
it 
but 
slightly, have been adding very large 
amounts to their surplus, in order to 
perpetuate dividends in years to come 
which, after the war, may be "lean." 


Such corporations, of course, will be 


compelled to contribute largely to the 
iovernment under the "excess profits" 
ax, but if the corporate franchise tax 
aw In this state remains "as It stands 
cday they will also have to Increase 
heir contribution to the state.
